W H E R E A S there is now prevalent in certain parts of 
Ireland a dangerous Conspiracy against the Rights of Pro- 
perty and the Administration of the Laws, which has been manifested, 
as well by open and daring Outrages against the Persons and Property 
of His Majesty’s peaceable Subjects, as by tumultuous movements of 
large bodies of evil-disposed persons, who have by their numbers and 
violence created such general alarm and intimidation as materially to 
impede the due course of public Justice, and to frustrate the ordinary 
modes of Criminal Prosecution :

Disturbance and Insubordination as to require the application of the 
provisions of this Act ; and such County, County of a City, or County 
of a Town, or any portion thereof respectively, shall, from the publica- 
tion hereinafter mentioned , be deemed and taken to be a proclaimed 
District within the meaning of this Act: Provided always. That it shall 
not be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland, to apply the provisions of this Act to any County 
or District , merely because Tithes shall not have been paid in such County 
or District.
